Swift Means to Change 


Constitution for Eco- 


nomic Democracy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—(if)— 


A new, swift means of changing 
the constitution to provide "eco- 
nomic democracy" for America 
was proposed today by Henry A 
Wallace,, secretary of agriculture 
and one of President Roosevelt's 
principal advisers. 


Wallace, writing in 
Collier's 


Weekly, 
suggested an economic 


council of four men "to determine 
by direct referendum the will of 
the people on key 
questions of 


national 
policy." 
The council 


would submit questions to the 
people, and the electorate's de- 
cision would become the law of 
the land, which "could not be held 
unconstitutional even by the Su- 
preme court." 


Direct amendments to the con- 


stitution, Wallace suggested, could 
be initiated by the council and 
ratified "by 
referendum, upon, 


say, a two-thirds vote of the peo- 
ple " 


Coming at a time when 
the 


new deal's monetary policies are 
being tested in the Supreme court 
and soon after an oil section of 
NRA was ruled unconstitutional, 
Wallace's 
article 
was received 


with wide interest. 


He declared that with economic 


events moving fast, it takes a 
"perilously long time" to amend 
the constitution 
under 
present 


provisions. 


The economic councillors, Wal- 


lace said, would be "persons of a 
character and repute utterly above 
partisanship or class narrowness" 
who would form a "compact, con- 
tinuing staff . . . as revered and 
trusted as the Supreme 
court." 


They would give "national con- 
tinuity" on matters "about which 
there can be no disagreement as 
to need for continuous policy." 


He suggested that such a coun- 


cil might be required to hold a 
"solemn referendum" before this 
country could enter any war be- 
yond its borders. 


"The first step," the secretary 


said, "is to provide for 
general, 


non-partisan 
expression of pur- 


pose on such issues as tariffs, 
debts and land policy—all all of 
which issues are practical 
ap- 


proaches to the ultimate economic 
and spiritual question' Peace or 
war'"

generations of Eskimos. 


Recent meager reports have 


described the Eskimos of Richard 
island, in the great river delta of 
northwestern Canada, as "starv- 
ing." 


"I can say for sure now that 


the herd is close enough to Rich- 
ard island to save the Eskimos," 
said Carl Lomen, the reindeer 
king of Alaska. 


Andrew Bahr, already almost a 


legendary figure in the north for 
his exploits, has led the great 
migration across northern Alaska 
amid almost untold hardships. 


Bahr and the herd were re- 


ported in a wireless message re- 
ceived here Christmas eve just 
across the Mackenzie river, from 
Richard island. The bare ice and 
the absence of the "midnight 
sun" had halted their trek.

Served Without Pay. 


A former cabinet member who 


had served without remuneration 
as chairman of the Red Cross for 
the last 14 years, Judge Payne di- 
rected some of the largest relief 
o p e r a tions o f all times. In 
earthquake, pestilence, fire, fam- 
ine, flood, drought and unemploy- 
ment, he directed aid to the dis- 
tressed and injured. 


The Mississippi floods of 1927, 


the Florida hurricanes of 1926 
and 1928, the West Indies hurri- 
cane of 1928, the drought of 1930- 
31, even unemployment prior to 
the organization 
of federal aid, 


were some of the things with 
which the Red Cross was called 
upon to deal during his steward- 
ship. 


He told interviewers that his 


salary was the highest in the 
world — "personal satisfaction." 
Ninete'en foreign countries dec- 
orated him for his work. 


Judge Payne entered upon per- 


laps the hardest work of his ca- 
reer at ajtime when most men al- 
ready have retired. He was 65 
when he became chairman of the 
Red Cross at the request of Presi- 
dent Harding in 1921. 


Studied At Night. 


At that time he already had 


achieved a wide reputation as jur- 
st and public official. Born at 
Prunytown, Va., Payne began his 
career as a store clerk when 15 
years of age at.a salary of $50 an- 
nually. Studying law at night, he 
soon was admitted to the bar and 
practiced in Virginia and Chicago, 
in the latter city he became judge 
of the Superior court in 1895. 


A long line of offices which he 


icld in the government culminat- 
ed in the secretaryship of the in- 
erior under President ^Wilson, to 
vhich he was appointed in 1920. 
ie also served as chairman of the 
hipping board and director-gen- 
:ral of railroads under the war 
iresident. 


Judge Payne was a widower, his 


wife, Jennie Byrd Payne, having 
died in 1919. He maintained homes 
iere and in Warrenton, Va. 
He made numerous large gifts to 
chools and other institutions in

Rural 
Electrification 


FERA officials 
here revealed 


today that rural 
electrification 


projects may be one of the major 
items in the Nebrsaka work re- 
lief program next spring. J. R. 
Carnahan state director of FERA 
work relief, said field engineers 
have been instructed to conduct 
an intensive survey of rural Ne- 
braska and report on the feasibil- 
ity of such projects. 


A similar survey was started by

Frozen Tight 


I 


T HAS been twenty days since the treasury of 


the state of Nebraska has been in a position to 


do business. Now with the passage of legislation 
designed to correct, the condition, reports are heaid 
that the bonding companies will refuse to provide 
the treasurer with surety. 


This deadlock is costly- to the state. It hampers 


business, and it imposes a severe hardship upon 
hundreds of men and women. To all of this vital 
economic problem, and to the human factors inter- 
woven with it, the bonding companies seem to be 
contemptuous. It is reported that some of them, 
at least, will refuse to yield a single inch in the 
attitude they have adopted. They have handed 
down their requirements, and now are in the role 
of saying that a sovereign state may accept them 
or leave them. 


That is {heir business if they choose to follow 


such a course. But at best, it is poor business, and 
they will discover their mistake sooner or later. 
No business in this country is in a position to 
thumb its nose at public sentiment. It must get 
along with people, because it must continue to do 
business with people, and the foundation and se- 
curity of its business rests upon the public's belief 
that it is so conducting itself as to measure up to 
the standards of fairness. We recognize always 
there are two sides to a story. Those engaged in 
the business of underwriting cannot continue to 
operate at a loss. The public recognizes that fact. 
It is fair enough and honest enough in its attitude 
on public affairs to arrive at a just judgment when 
an issue of this character arises. But the plain 
fact is that the bonding companies engaged in pro- 
vi'ding surety for public officials bungled badly in 
the methods they have assumed. Their mistake 
consists in their failure to recognize their own posi- 
tion to the state in which they are engaged in do- 
ing business, and to the people of that state. When- 
ever they arrogantly assume they are greater than 
a state, they are riding to a swift, painful spill. 


For it is this hard-nosed policy in business and 


industry which leads to the spread of radicalism. 
It is this which projects government more and 
more into the role of a stern regulator; if not ac- 
^tually compelling the government to engage in 
business. It is doubtful if a single member out of 
the 133 representatives and senators in the Ne- 
braska legislature came to Lincoln with a purpose 
to introduce a bill establishing the principle of 
state bonding. On the contrary, the legislators in 
the natural course of events anticipated that as in 
the past the bond for the state treasurer, and the 
bonds for county treasurers and for other public 
officials, would be provided in the normal way. 
The gathering sentiment at the state capitol which 
has massed itself behind the Cone bill is the direct 
fruit of the seed which the bonding companies 
sowed. 


We say this is costly business. 
In the twenty days that the treasury has been 


compelled to suspend operations, claims aggregat- 
' ing one million dollars have piled up; possibly as 
much as a million and a half. At 6 per cent inter- 
est, interest on that amount is $60,000 a year, or 
$5.000 monthly. This comes out of the pockets of the 
wage earners and the employes of the state, who 
must borrow in order to, live. It comes out of the 
pockets of business men and of business institu- 
tions who hold proper and legitimate claims against 
the state, for which the money is on hand to pay 
them, but which cannot be paid because until the 
bond situation is cleared up, the treasurer's office 
is vacant Now it may seem a very minor detail- 
but in reality, it is a very grievous hardship upon 
the people who look forward each two weeks or 
each month for the warrants given them in ex- 
change for services, or for materials and supplies. 


The added premiums which the companies 


' would collect under the new rates would neither 
make nor break a company. The bonding com- 
panies through their attitude hav» created an un- 
enviable feeling for themselves.

Caring for the Insane. 


A BILL just presented in the Nebraska house by 
•'*• Representatives Dunn of Lincoln and Wachtler 
of Omaha carries the elements of both merit and 
justice. It provides that where it is necessary to 
maintain insane persons outside the state hospi- 
tals, because of lack of accommodations for them 
in such institutions, the state shall pay the cost of 
such maintenance. 
' 


In Lincoln and Omaha, as well as in other 


county seats throughout the state, many such un- 
fortunates are. constantly maintained because of 
the overcrowded conditions in the state hospitals, 
and the various counties are put to the expense of 
their keep, through no fault of their own. In this 
city until recently the county rented a house and 
paid for caretakers until neighbors objected to the 
place as a nuisance. Now the county is paying for 
the maintenance and care of the patients in a pri- 
vate sanitorium. 


In other counties these people are kept in coun- 


ty jails which are not equipped to care for them. 
It is the acknowledged duty of the state to pro- 
vide facilities for the care of its mentally unfor- 
tunate citizens, and failing in this it is manifestly 
bound to pay for their care. 


When the penitentiary is so overcrowded that it 


cannot receive offenders who have been sentenced 
to that institution the state pays for their keep in 
the jails of the counties in which they have been 
sentenced. And from such pay the various sher- 
iffs add nicely to their incomes. This is especially 
true in Douglas county. 


If the state is bound to pay for the keeping of 


law breakers who cannot be accepted at the peni- 
tentiary, there is no apparent reason why it should 
not also assume the expense of maintaining the in- 
sane for whom it has failed to provide housing and 
other facilities. In fact the obligation would'seem 
to be far greater; for the mentally sick should re- 
ceive medical as well as physical attention. 


At this time when the counties are taxed to the 


utmost to care for the unemployed and the unem- 
ployables, it is doubly apparent that they should 
not have the additional burden of caring for the 
insane, a duty devolving properly upon the state.

somewhat, the main variation be- 
ing in the amount of starch he can 
consume. So that it will not do for 
Mr. Robinson to go on the diet the 
doctor prescribed for his neighbor, 
Mrs. Stoopnagle. He may be doing 
himself an injustice: He may be 
able to eat a good deal more than 
she can. Also he may be doing 
himself harm: Because he may be 
unable to eat nearly as much as 
she does. 


These situations arise, as I know 


from my correspondence, and more 
today than ever, because people 
use the word "diabetes" in polite 
society now without any feeling of 
embarrassment. There was a time 
when it was taboo, either in or- 
dinary conversattion or in news- 
papers. 


That taboo has very 
sensibly 


been given up, as has the idea that 
diabetes is some sort of a dark 
disgrace, a secret to be hidden in 
the recesses of the mind. It is no 
more a. disgrace than baldness or 
the necessity of wearing glasses, 
and people talk about it and so 
:ind out what the doctor is pre- 
scribing for their fellow victims. 
That one doctor is advising a cer- 
tain course for a certain 
case, 


which is entirely different from 


what your doctor is prescribing 
for you is perfectly natural, and in 
accord with the character of the 
disease. 


An idea that is frequently neces- 


sary to instill into a diabetic's con- 
sciousness is that adherence 
to 


diet will improve his condition. 
Diabetes is, in most instances, a 
painless disease, and pain is the 
symptom which causes most peo- 
ple to take care-of themselves. If 
the diabetic will keep within his 
glucose tolerance, he will find that 
his tolerance will increase, and he 
can eat more and hence be more 
comfortable. And that is another 
reason for periodical visits to the 
doctor—to find out whether toler- 
ance has increased or not. 


Besides that, the continuation of 


the condition of excess sugar in 
the blood is liable to bring on the 
complications of diabetes, and as 
these include cataract^ causing 
partial blindness, and gangrene of 
the toes, abscesses in the skin and 
coma, it seems the part of com- 
mon sense to stick to the dietary 
restrictions laid down. 


What those restrictions are, can- 


not be put down as a blanket rule. 
When the tolerance is determined 
the patient can, with the aid of 
manuals written for him, decide 
upon a set of menus, which in all 
cases can be sufficiently varied to 
meet 
any reasonable 
desires. 


There are many of these manuals, 
such as those of Joslin, John, Mc- 
Henry, Wilder and Cooper, and 
the useful "Diabetic's Own Cook 
Book" of Mrs. Lyons. Most book 
stores keep a good stock of them. 


A few dietary rules, however 


apply to all diabetics. They should 
not eat substances which are 
quickly converted into glucose, 
and hence overwhelm the system. 
Such substances are the simple 
sugars. Table sugar should always 
be avoided, as should candy and 
sweet desserts. Most fruits contain 
too much sugar for the ordinary 
case—especially apples, oranges 
and grapes. Although in some in- 
stances a small amount of orange 
is permissible.

It, was both responsible 
work and dangerous work. Mr. Kavanaugh's un- 
timely death reflects the strain imposed upon him. 


And under Billy Fenton and Dan Kavanaugh, the 


people of Nebraska have had one of the finest ex- 
amples of prison management to be found any 
place in the country. At a time when the institu- 
tion was overcrowded frightfully, when crime was 
rampant, when a new and vicious type of criminal 
came into existence, when prison outbreaks and 
prison troubles were common in all states, they ran 
the Nebraska penitentiary smoothly and efficiently.

velt on foreign trade, is developing a sharp feud- 
Mr. Peek believes in the favored nation policy of 
readjusting tariffs.

Lincoln, Neb., Jan. 23. 


To the editor of The Lincoln 


Star: The recent mention of the 
47th anniversary of the noted 
blizzard of 1888 causes me to re- 
call briefly my experience. 


I was teaching school at the 


time in District 4, Otoe county, 
fourteen miles northwest 'of Ne- 
braska City. The forenoon of the 
day was very mild in tempera- 
ture, large flakes of snow were 
falling gently to the earth from 
an overcast sky. There was noth- 
ing apparently, to convey appre- 
hension of a coming tempest. At 
4:00 in the evening when I was 
just ready to close school for the 
day, 
the storm struck with the 


fury of a demon. Then it was 
that 
I unwittingly sent 
fifty 


scholars out in the blizzard to 
find their way home as best they 
could. Then I started to my 
boarding place up a little branch 
and through a thick wood, still 
unconscious of my responsibility 
to the scholars for I had gone 
through many storms in Nebras- 
ka without bad results. 


Having arrived at my boarding 


place, I found that the landlord, 
Fred Neutzman, had walked to 
a country wedding, three or four 
miles distant and his wife was in 
a very nervous state for his safe- 
ty. I still did not fully sense the 
danger that was then riding on 
the wings of a cruel storm in the 
middle of January. 


At about 10 o'clock the hus-

He was born in St. Charles, 111 


Dec. 
15, 1878, and at the age of 2C 


moved to a farm 
in Saunder 


county where he lived until 190£ 
when he was appointed wall guard 
at the prison. 


Year On Wall. 


After a year on the wall he was 


transferred into the yard where 
he came into contact with the 
men. 
In the yard, too, he learnec 


to know the buildings and the du- 
ties on the "line." 


In another year he was made a 


cell house guard, serving for two 
years, the last year in charge o; 
a whole cell block. Then he was 
placed in charge of the feeding 
for a year, during which time he 
managed the dining room. He was 
appointed night captain in 1917 
and after two years became day 
captain. 


Warden Kavanaugh was made 


deputy warden under Warden 
Billy Fenton in 1920. When War- 
den Fenton was taken ill on June 
25, 1933, Mr. Kavanaugh took 
over the warden's duties and from 
that date until just recently was 
on duty or call 24 hours a day at 
the prison, without a day off. 


Inaugurated New Programs. 
He was appointed warden last 


August 17, but did not officially 
take the position until September 
15. Always a friend and counsel- 
lor of the prison's inmates he at- 
tracted national notice when he 
accepted their invitation to,have 
Christmas dinner "on the "line" 
with them in the prison mess hall. 
He also built up the prison school, 
gymnasium and recreational pro- 
gram to take the place of the 
prison's^ shops, dismantled under 
provisions of the NRA. 


Kavanaugh was at the prison 


during the famed Shorty Gray 
outbreak in 1912 and also when 
Fred Brown, the Omaha chain- 
man, 
killed a shop guard in an 


attempted break in 1926. 


Kavanaugh was widely liked by 


the prisoners and also by law en- 
forcement officers of the state. 


He was a member of Blessed

ommendations will go to the state 
commissioner, who is given au- 
thority to allow or disallow claims. 
Applicants may appeal from his 
decisions to the District court of 
their home counties. 


Blanket Tax. 


The 2 per cent sales tax will be 


levied on receipts from the sale of 
all tangible personal goods, wares, 
and merchandise; on the gross re- 
ceipts of companies and munici- 
palities furnishing 'electrical, gas, 
water, and communication service: 
and on admissions to places of 
amusement and athletic events. 


Revenue from sales made in 


supplying materials for 
public 


works contracts and admission re- 
ceipts to publicly conducted events 
or those arranged for educational, 
charitable, and religious purposes 
will be exempt irom the tax. 


Retailers are forbidden to ad- 


vertise or represent to their cus- 
tomers that they have assumed or 
absorbed any part of the tax, or 
that they will refund it to pur- 
chasers. The tax in each case is to 
be added to the price of what is 
sold. 


Quarterly settlement of ihe tax 


and of all fees and penalties will 
be made to the county board, in 
Ihe form of remittances to the 
state treasurer, and the board is 
to remit daily ihe moneys so re- 
ceived. 


In addition to pension benefits, 


the bill provides that upon the 
death of a beneficiary an amount 
not exceeding S123 shall be paid 
to be used in defraying funeral ex- 
!>enses.

DEMOS DEMAND 


FEDERAL JOBS 


Congressmen to Ah 


Grievances at Party 


Caucus Tonight. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 24—(AP) 


—Saying they are not getting 
their rightful share of federal jobs 
some democratic congressmen set 
out in earnest today to do some- 
thing about it. They prepared to 
air their grievances at a party 
caucus tonight and try to decide 
on a course of action. 


The names of 75 members of the 


majority party in the house were 
signed to a petition, circulated by 
Representative McF a r 1 a n e of 
Texas, which forced the democra- 
tic leadership there to summon 
the meeting. In calling it, Repre- 
sentative Taylor, 
of Colorado, 


chairman of the caucus, said: 


"Some of the boys don't think 


they are getting enough patronage 
and they want to see what they 
can do about it." 


Since the present administra- 


tion's first new deal congress—the 
Seventy-third—when the demo- 
crats gained control for the first 
time since Wilson, there has been 
smouldering discontent at the dis- 
tribution of patronage. 


The complaint then was that too 


many non-party men were getting 
government positions and that 
members of congress in many 
cases were not being allowed to 
exercise what numbers have come 
to consider their prerogative in de- 
termining who was to fill certain 
jobs.
